J.R. Day, D. D., of New York city, 
owns a fine farm in Monmouth, near Mo 
mouth Center, which he is running for the 
reason that his love of rural life and its at- 
tractions is so strong that he is irresistably 
attracted to it. Here he spends his summer 
vacations. Having occasion to study into 
the merits of Holstein stock, he has become 
convinced of their great value for the dairy, 
and bas laid the foundation of an intended 
herd of this breed, by purchasing and 
bringing to the farm the yearling bul 
Prince of Highmoor, 3141. He is a fine 
specitaen of the remarkable milking fam- 
ilies of this breed. He is the largest year- 
ling of the breed in the country, his year 
old weight being 1150 pounds. He was 
purchased when three weeks old, of the 
well known breeder, John Mitchell, Mead- 
ow Brook farm, Vailsgate, Orange county, 
N.J. This was the home of the celebrated 
Iroquois, and is now the home of Jamaica, 
112 pounds a day record ; and of Ephelka, 101 
pounds record; also the home of Matron of 
the Aaggie family, and of Viking, the son 
of Neptune. Mr. Mitchell claimed this to 
be the best bull calf he ever bred at Mead- 
ow Brook farm. The dam, Susan Nipper, 
has a record of 83 pounds, 6 ounces. Last 
year she made a record of 14,000 pounds, 
making her eligible to the ‘“‘advance regis- 
try,” sire, Prince of Schilloard, a prize 
winner, and I. W. Allen, an importer and 
breeder, pronounced him the best yearling 
buli in Holland, when purchased, and the 
best bull of any kind he ever saw. The 
sire’s dam, on dry feed, hada record of 
69 2-5 pounds in one day.

Mr. J. G. Hoyt, of Farmington, in an ad- 
dress before the State Pomological Society, 
tells of a Franklin County farmer who last 
year raised 1500 barrels of grafted apples, 
manufacturing his own barrels, and evap- 
orated 2100 bushels of the fruit, which he 
was able to dispose of at a price equal to 
that of the best quality of raisins, pound 
for pound. This goes to show that the 
right kind of a man can raise fruit profit- 
ably this side of California.

The report of the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1887, is just completed. ‘The Commissioner 
recites in detail the operations of the Bu- 
reau, describes the publications issued, and 
mentions the improvements made or under 
consideration. The report shows that the 
condition of progress hitherto character- 
istic of American education has been in 
general maintained during the year. Occa- 
sional instances of retrogression and re- 
action are more than balanced by healthy 
growths and judicious improvements. 


The President has invited Hon. William 
L. Putnam of Portland, Maine, and Presi- 
dent James B. Angell of Michigan Univer- 
sity, to act with the Secretary of State in 
negotiating with Great Britain for the 
settlement of the Canadian fisheries dis- 
putes. Both have accepted the invitations. 
Mr. Putnam has been United States Coun- 
sel two years in cases arising under the 
laws and treaty in connection with the 
fisheries dispute. President Angell has ex- 
’ perience in international transactions, hav- 
ing been one of the commissioners by whom 
the latest treaty with China was negotiated. 
Mr. Putnam is a democrat, President An- 
gell a republican. 


About $70,000,000 worth of property have 
been annihilated in the United States thus 
far in this peaceful year of our Lord 1887— 
not by anarchists nor riotous strikers, but 
by fires alone. The country is so much 
the poorer, and itisa very large sum. ‘The 
prospects are that the remaining three 
months will swell the total draft upon the 
accumulations of the good people of this 
country to the extent of at least $100,000,- 
000. A great proportion of the “fire loss 
can be obviated, and millions of dollars be 
earned by saving them, for the majority of 
fires occur either from carelessness or 
crime, and nothing like adequate attention 
is devoted to this state of affairs. 


Rev. Henry Bernard Carpenter is the re- 
cipient of a very handsome windfall in re- 
tiring from the Hollis Street Church pas- 
torate in Boston. Upon the eve of his re- 
tirement, the standing committee of Hollis 
Street held a meeting and voted to donate 
to the retiring pastor the generous sum of 
$10,000, ‘‘as a token of the society’s appre- 
ciation of his zealous work in its behalf.” 
The munificence of the gift and the gener- 
ous spirit that prompted it, overwhelmed 
Mr. Carpenter so that he could hardly ex- 
press his thanks. He said, however, that 
the gift was an opportune one, and that he 
should settle it upon his wife, intimating 
that he should spend the interest of it in 
Germany. This is royal treatment of a re- 

' tiring pastor. Mr. Carpenter is well known 
in this State, having labored in Bridgton.

church of the South Parish congregation. 
This society has practically been in ex- 
istence since 1782, for 105 years, and con- 
nected with it, a remarkable line of divines. 
Its first pastor was the Rev. Isaac Foster, 
who was settled here in 1786. He wasa 
native of Hartford, Conn.; a man of liberal 
education, who, even at that early day, did 
not subseribe to all the rigid Calvanistic 
doctrines. Mr. Foster, owing to a division 
in the church, only remained afew years 
in charge of the parish. In 1795 Rev. 
Daniel Stone was settled over this parish, 
and remained its pastor until 1809. He 
was followed by the Rev. Benjamin Tap- 
pan, D. D., so well known to many of our 
citizens now living, who was settled over 
this parish in 1811, continuing as its pastor 
until 1849. Dr. ‘lappan was succeeded by 
his son-in-law, the Rev. Edwin B. Webb, 
who remained the pastor ef this church for 
ten years, and who left here for a wider 
field of usefulness in Boston. He-was fol- 
lowed by the Rev. Alexander McKenzie, 
who remained seven years, and under 
whose administration the new stone church 
was erected, when he left to become the 
pastor of the famous Shepherd Memorial 
Church of Cambridge, Mass., where he 
remains to this day, having all the time an 
official connection with Harvard College. 
The Rey. Joel F. Bingham of Rochester, 


turn was succeeded by the Rev. J. H. Ecob, 
now of Albany, New York, a divine of 
scholarly attainments and great power. 
The parish then for a time had for its pas- 
tor Rey. Mr. Mott, a graduate of Princeton, 
who was succeeded by the present pastor, 
the Rev. Arthur F. Skeele. Thus in the 
105 years since the organization of the 
church it has had only eight pastors, a very 
remarkable fact, and its three most noted 
ones graduates of Harvard College. 

Of its earliest pastor, Mr. Foster, but 
little is known; but of its second pastor, 
Daniel Stone, much is known. He came 
to Augusta from Lincoln, Mass., in 1794. 
He had graduated from Harvard College 
three years before, with honors in his 
class. He was settled over the Middle and 
South parish for fourteen years. He was a 
man of broad views, great cultivation, 
liberal thought, progressive in all his ideas. 
He did not hold to the doctrine of 
Calvin, and was thoroughly Armenian. 
The fact of his pronounced liberal views 
led to his early retirement from the ministry, 
but he always remained a member of and 
an active participant in the affairs of 
his church. He inherited and acquired 
property, and settled upon the east side of 
the river upon a farm which ran from the 


being situated upon the spot of the resi- 
dence of the late William Caldwell. After 
his retirement from his pastorate he de- 
voted himself to the cultivation of his 
farm, in which he always took a lively in- 
terest. He was for many years selectman 
of Augusta, was county treasurer of Ken- 
nebec county, and in the early days acted 
as a trial justice, being a man of such 
liberal views and of such fairness of mind 
that the lawyers in many of the surround- 
ing towns submitted to him for decision 
their cases. Mr. Stone has many descend- 
ants now living in this city. Since the 
recent death of his daughter, Mrs. Lusan- 
nah Brooks, all being of the second, third 
and fourth generations. His wife was 
Lusannah Williams of Easton, Mass., a 
sister of Deacon Church Williams, and a 
sister of the grandmother of Governor 
Ames of Massachusetts. Mr. Stone had 
four children, who grew to maturity. 
Lusannah Williams, who married William 
A. Brooks; Elizabeth, who married Jacob 
Stanwood, and went in early life to Boston 
to live, and recently died in Chestnut Hill; 
Abigail, who was the wife of William 
Caldwell who served this State in the State 
Treasurer’s office so many years with great 
fidelity, and Daniel, now living in Water- 
town, Mass. 

A few years ago the children of Dr. 
Tappan placed to his memory in the South 
Parish church a memorial tablet, and many 
interested in the history of this old church 
suggested to Mrs. Brooks that it would be 
a fitting thing to have erected in the church 
a tablet to the memory of her father, in 
order that the memory of the two early 
pastors, who for so many years were set- 
tled over this parish, both of them having 
many things in common, being graduated 
from the same Alma Mater, and being men 
of such strong, vigorous and positive 
opinions, who had done so mach to build 
up this parish, might have their memory 
preserved by enduring marble. Mrs. 
Brooks, before her death, made prepara- 
tion, after consultation with the de- 
scendants of her father, and with their as- 
sistance and codperation, to have this 
tablet erected. It was brought to the at- 
tention of the church who very gladly in- 
vited its erection, and Mrs. 
Brooks never lived to see the tablet placed 
in position, she lived long enough to know

The colt stakes, offered for New Eng- 
lang bred two years old, was trotted for 
Friday, and was won by A. H. Gilbert’s 
gray filly Albagetta (by Alcantara, 2.23, 
out of Lady Daggett 2.36); time 2.35, 
2.3134, the field being distanced. ‘This 
beats the best two-year-old record ever 
made in New England by 934 seconds. 

The four-year-old stake was won by 
— heats ; time 2.30, 2.2644, 

Comrade who started in this race was 
distanced the second heat, while Elmbrook 
did not start. 

Stake No. 4, which was for five-year-olds 
wherever bred, was also a walkover, Nel- 
son being the re stallion to show up. It 
was announced that he would go the mile 
required to win the stakes, after which he 
would be sent a fast exhibition mile. The 
first mile, which he covered in 2.3144, only 
served to warm him up, and he started in 
to show the people what he could do in the 
way of fast work. He went to the quarter 
without a skip and without any apparent 
great exertion in 3314, a 2.13 gait, and the 
second quarter in 33!¢ seconds. On the 
last half he slowed upa little and came 
under the wire in 2.2244. 

It was currently reported that Massa- 
chusetts parties were trying to purchase 
Nelson, offering as high as $30,000 for him. 
No one who saw him doubted his ability to 
cover a mile inside of 2.15, while many 
thought him fully equal to the task of 
wiping out the present stallion record of 
America. At all events he is a marvel of 
horseflesh, and one that should be fully 
patronized by Maine breeders while he re- 
mains in the State. The performance of 
Aubine was also the cause of much com- 
ment, as she won so easily and with sucti 
reserve of power, while Harebell and 
Noblesse both received a large share of 
attention. 

It will be seen that Carrie T. lowers her 
record to 2.2614 in the hotly contested 2.30 
class, thus adding honors to Maine bred 
horses. 

The total number of stallions on exhibi- 
tion, from yearlings up, was 112 by actual 
count. Perhaps the horse that attracted 
the most attention in the exhibition was 
Comrade, the —= two-year-old in New 
England, bred and owned by Chas. Gilman, 
Waterville. He stands 163¢ hands high 
and weighs 1200 pounds.. Comrade was 
sired by Gideon, dam Norton’s Hamble- 
tonian, grand-dam Fanhy Knox (dam of 
Bay, 2.27), by Gen Knox. T. Gilman f 
Brooklyn, N. Y., offers to match him ina 
race against any colt of his age and weight 
for $1000. A good feature in the display 
of stallions was the method adopted of ex- 
hibiting them singly in front of the grand 
stand while the supt. announced their name 
and the leading points of their breeding. 
It proved so helpful to thousands, that 
other Associations will doubtless adopt the 


method. 

The good work accomplished by this 
meeting will not be fully realized for 
months. The impetus to breeding the 
choicer strains will be evident another year 
and thus practical results be seen on every 
hand. The exhibition which will doubtless 
be held next year will be more fully attend- 
ed and with larger fields of horses and 
colts, closer contests will be seen and the 
value of New England stock more and 
more appreciated.

THE EXPERIMENT STATION. The man- 
agers of the Experiment Station met Fri- 
day for the purpose of transferring the 
property and unexpended money belonging 
to the Station, over to the College, in ac- 
cordance with the act of the Togislature 
passed last winter, abolishing the station 
on and after Oct. Ist, and transferring all 
its effects to the College. This action was 
taken on the supposition that the govern- 
ment appropriation provided for in the 
Hatch bill would be available at that time. 
The State law takes effect, but the provis- 
ions of the Hatch bill are not yet realized 
on account of an oversight in Congress not 
making the needed appropriation. The 
cost value of the property of the Station 
transferred to the College at the meeting 
was $1,711.46, and the cash in the treasury 
of the Station was $105.77. There still re- 
mains in the hands of State Treasurer Bur- 
leigh $1,215.99 of the appropriation of the 
year for the Station, which by the terms of 
the law will be turned over by the State 
Treasurer to the College. President Fer- 
nald of the College, and Prof. Jordan, Di- 
rector of the Station, will go to Washing- 
ton on the 18th of this month to meet rep- 
resentatives of experiment stations in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and consult with 
them concerning the matter of the cone 
priation contemplated by the Hatch bill. 
The work of the quarter will go on without 
interruption at the Station, the same force 
continuing the work, and at the expiration 
of the year there will be about $500 of un- 
expended funds which will remain in the 
treasury of the College. At the end of the 
year Prof. Jordan will make his report, en- 
tirely covering the now uncompleted work 
of the Station. Everything at the Station 
is running smoothly and successfully, and 
the results obtai from the work being 
done there are most encouraging.
